
JERRY LYNCH’S STAKE. 



By far the largest crowd of the week was 
present at Worth yesterday and witnessed 
a fair day’s sport. The weather moderated 
somewhat during the afternoon and little 
discomfiture was felt by the patrons. Much 
interest was taken from the Admiral Stakes 
by the scratching of Sanctum and several 
others, leaving only a field of four to face 
the barrier. It was a scramble of four and 
a half furlongs for two-year-old colts and 
geldings, with $1,000 added. The race was 
considered a foregone conclusion for F. 
T. Wood’s entry, consisting of Jerry Lynch 
and Patsy Brown, and it was made a 3 to 5 
favorite. To a fair start Manshak dashed to 
the front and showing a great turn of speed 
led by five lengths to the head of the stretch 
where Patsy Brown and Jerrj' Lynch closed 
up fast on him. When a furlong out Man- 
shak tired fast and Patsy Brown had little 
trouble in passing into the lead. The latter 
could have won easily, but as his owner had 
declared to win with Jerry Lynch, Dominick 
restrained Patsy Brown at the finish and 
allowed his stable companion to finish first 
by a nose. Manshak, well spent, finished 
third, three lengths back. Falkland acted 
green at the post and was fiatfooted when 
the barrier went up, but made up ground fast 
just before turning for home, but in the last 
eighth struggle fell away badly beaten. The 
stake was worth $1,200 to the winner. 

The first race of the day, a four and one- 
half furlongs dash for two-year-olds, proved 
to be an easy thing for Forehand, against 
whose chances as good as 4 to 1 could be 
had. J. W. O’Neill was supposed to be 
the best and was made an 8 to 5 favorite, 
but could do no better than finish sec- 
ond. To a good start Jim Ferrin, off fiying, 
opened up a gap of three lengths and held 
the lead to the head of the stretch, where 
J. W. O’Neill moved up on even terms 
with him. When well straightened out, how- 
ever, Forehand easily passed into the lead 
and won going away by three lengths from 
J. W. O’Neill, which beat Soldier of For- 
tune a neck for second place. J. W. 
O’Neill tired fast when the pinch came and 
it was only Dominick’s determined ride that 
held him together to the wire. Soldier of 
Fortune ran an excellent race, making up 
much ground in the final eighth, and finish- 
ing with a rush. She had enough when op- 
posite the paddock gate. 

With Nitrate scratched out of the second 
race, a dash of one mile for three-year-olds 
and upward, the talent settled on Felix Bard 
as the best, and he was made a 9 to 10 fav- 
orite, but he had to succumb to Lingo, which 
ran to her best form. To an excellent start, 
Felix Bard, closely attended by Red Tip, 
showed the way to the first quarter, but 
when well into the bachstretch the light 
weighted Hindi moved to the front and re- 
mained there until just before turning into 
the final quarter, where Lingo assumed com- 
mand at call and won easily by one and one- 
half lengths from Felix Bard, which beat 
Hindi three for second piace. Both Hindi 
and Red Tip had enough after running well 
for six furlongs. Felix Bard easily overtook 
Hindi in the last eighth and finished going 
fast. 

Many that had watched Autumn Leaves’ 
splendid effort several days ago profited by 
her victory in the third race, a dash of six 
furlongs for three-year-olds and upward. 
Burnie Bunton was made an even money 



favorite, but the best she could do was to 
finish second. She, closely attended by Stem 
Winder, showed the way to the head of the 
stretch, where the latter fell away beaten. 
Coming down the final eighth Autumn Leaves 
moved up fast on Burnie Bunton and beat 
her easily to the wire by one leng^th, with 
Uranium a fair third. Nellie Waddell ran 
a fair race and is worthy of attention from 
now on. 

Rolling Boer had little trouble in annexing 
the purse of the fifth race, a one. and one- 
quarter miles dash for four-year- olds and 
upward, to his owner’s credit. He won well 
in hand by one lengrth from Barrack, which 
finished the same distance in front of Prince 
Webb for second place. 

The last race went to Baird with Dutch 
Carter second and Jaubert third. 

Speculation was heavy throughout the 
afternoon, especially on the fifth race. The 
track was in the best of condition. 



LOCAL TURF GOSSIP. 



Owner Woods instructed jockey Dominick 
who had the mount on Patsy Brown, not to 
beat his stable mate Jerry Lynch unless it 
was absolutely necessary. The reason for 
this is that he did not want Patsy Brown 
to incur a penalty in the Evergreen Stakes, 
which is carded for decision next Monday. 
Dominick, to follow instructions, was forced 
to pull the colt up in the last twenty yards 
almost to a standstill to enable Jerry Lynch 
to win. After the race was over several 
horsemen stood around the judges’ stand 
watching the baby racers led off the track, 
and congratulating Woods on the splendid 
victorj'. Among them was J. F. Newman, 
who proposed a match between Don Domo 
and the winner or Patsy Brown for $500. 

“No,” was Woods’ reply, “I’ll start Patsy 
against you Monday in the stake.” 

“Well, I’ll bet you $500 I beat you in the 
race,” was Newman’s retort. 

“No, I don’t think I’ll bet, as I think I will 
get 10 to 1 for my money on Monday to win 
the race.” The horsemen then shook hands 
good natiu-edly and walked away. 

Sanctum was withdrawn from the Admiral 
Stakes on account of Cobum’s inability to 
ride. The jockey is still suffering from the 
effects of his tumble on Abe Frank, and the 
doctor advised him not to do any riding for 
a few days longer. 

George Withers arrived at Worth yester- 
day from Memphis with Jane Holly, the 
speedy mare belonging to J. C. Yeager, and 
turned her over to J. Arthur. The latter will 
train and race her during the absence of 
Withers, who is going on a tour through 
Kentucky with a view to purchasing several 
good horses. 

The Bennett stable has captured thirteen 
races up to date since the opening of the 
current meeting. 

Jockey Lee Jackson arrived yesterday from 
California and expects to, ride on the Chi- 
cago tracks during the summer. 

D. S. Fountain arrived yesterday at Haw- 
thorne from California with ten horses, in- 
cluding Bronze Wing, Dupont and Sir Hugh. 
The fast colt Peter J. and Epicure arrived 
on the same train. 

J. Stevens arrived several days ago from 
California with his horses Sharp Bird, Larry 
Wilt, Frank Bullock and Siddons. The latter 
has entirely recovered from the mishaps that 
caused him to be withdrawn from the Thorn- 
ton Stakes, which was until the day of the 
race considered to be at his mercy.

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GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Concerning the disqualification of Tancred 
at Louisville Tuesday, the Courier Journal 
of Wednesday says: 

“Tancred, the winner of the last race yes- 
terday, was disqualified because under the 
conditions of the race, the colt should have 
carried 102 pounds instead of 100. The rules 
of the Western Jockey Club make the owner 
responsible for the weight. All bets stood 
and were paid as the horses finished, the 
bets being made with the expectation that 
Tancred would carry 100 pounds, according 
to the program. Tancred was entered in 
CapL S. S. Brown’s name, but is under the 
management of V. Hughe%, who has jockey 
Helgesen under contract. Hughes discov- 
ered his mistake as the horses were going 
to the post and rushed to the judges’ stand 
to ask permission to rectify the mistake. 
Judge Price declined to send the horses 
back, and told Hughes that he should have 
discovered his error earlier. T cannot keep 
* several thousand people waiting here for 
half an hour longer because of your error.’ 
^ he said. ‘If the horse is carrying the' wrong 
' Weight he will be disqualified.’ 

“An examination of the entry sheet show- 
f' ed that the mistake was Hughes’, and Tan- 
[ cred will receive no part of the purse, first 
t money being awarded to Lady of the West, 



second money to Altona, and third money 
to Hayward Hunter. 

“This is the second purse lost by Hughes 
after Tancred had shown his field the way 
home. At New Orleans last winter the horse 
was entered in a race in the name of V. 
Hughes. After he had won a protest was 
filed on the ground that the colt was really 
the property of Capt. S. S. Brown. An in- 
vestigation showed that Tancred was in 
fact the Pittsburg millionaire’s horse, though 
there was room for doubt owing to the com- 
plicated nature of a deed of sale for the colt.’’ 

Jockey Minder, who rides for August Bel- 
mont, accepted his first mount Tuesday since 
he was seriously shaken up in the accident 
at Aqueduct. He rode Mr. Belmont’s Sail- 
maker in the first race, and no sooner had 
the barrier been raised than the gelding 
stumbled and Minder was unseated. He 
hung on to the bridle to save himself, but 
finally let go, and his foot catching in the 
stirrup, the boy was dragged for a hundred 
yards before he could get free. His escape 
from fatal injury was miraculous. 

A dispatch from the City of Mexico to the 
New York Sun says: “The Jockey Club has 
taken up the subject of constructing a race- 
course. General Mena, president of the club, 
Alejandro, Escandon and Francesco Alfaro 
are the leading spirits of the movement. 
Speaking of the prospect of racing being 
started at an early day, Gen. Mena said: 
‘Two sets of plans are now under considera- 
tion by the directors, one or the other of 
which will probably be accepted within a 
brief period. The racing season will prob- 
ably open in the spring of each year. Upon 
the first day of the season the Mexican Derby 
will be run, for which the club will give $20,- 
000 in added money. This much has been 
settled. Another item that has been settled 
is that the stands, stables and other buildings 
will be built principally of steel and stone 
and will be most ornamental and pictur- 
esque.’ ’’ 

P. Gorman and W. Clay, the owners re- 
spectively of Mary Glenn and Flying Ship, 
the two fastest three-year-old fillies that 
met twice at Louisville, have received word 
that they have contracted fever and are 
coughing at the Latonia track, where they 
were recently shipped. According to the re- 
ports both are in serious condition. Marj- 
Glenn is decidedly one of the best three-year- 
olds of her sex so far shown in the west, 
and her loss would be a heavy blow not 
only to her owners, but to the turf.

A recent dispatch to Daily America from 
Toronto says: 

“There seems to be some grumbling on the 
part of those owners whose horses are sup- 
posed to have a chance of winning the 
King's Plate, the fixture of the coming 
Woodbine meeting, on account of the large 
number of horses which are to start. It 
seems almost certain that at least twenty 
animals will face the barrier, and many of 
them will be able to do no more than to 
hamper the start, and possibly kill the 
chances of some of the really good ones. 

“This is due to the fact that the King’s 
Plate is one of the most open events in the 
racing world, it costing only $10 to enter a 
starter for the stake, which is worth $2,500. 
Among many owners it is thought that the 
class of the event would be aided greatly if 
the starting fee were increased to $25 in ad- 
dition to the $5 entrance fee. 

“Many of the horses entered for the event 
now are working well at Woodbine. The 
Seagram stable entry, including Elcho, Safe 
Haven, War Medal and Fly-in-Amber, all 
have worked a mile and a quarter in 2:26. 
Miscreant has covered the mile and a quar- 
ter in 2:21i; Lady Essex turned a mile in 
1:55, and the other Chappell plater, North- 
land, went the same distance in 1:59. 

“Parisian lAdy has covered a mile and a 
quarter in 2;22J with more than her weight 
up, wliile Scotland Y'et and Maple Sugar, who 
will carry the hopes of the Hendrle followers, 
turned a mile and a furlong in 2:0Ci. Tliey 
were pulled up after that, but went the mile 
and a quarter in 2:22i. 

“The other entries for the plate are in good 
condition, and the only thing the horsemen 
generally are objecting to is the possible 
unwieldiness of the field which will face the 
starter.’’
